To  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Dukinlield. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Herewith  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  1946,  based  upon  my  predecessor’s  statistics,  records  and 

reports. 

The  condition  of  overcrowding  shows  no  great  change. 
This  must  always  be  a matter  of  grave  import  when  the  health 
of  the  Borough  has  to  come  under  review.  The  overcrowding  is 
further  aggravated  by  poor  housing  conditions  in  many  cases.  26 
new  Corporation  houses  were  tenanted  during  1946. 

There  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases 
though  measles,  whooping  cough  and  pneumonia  show  an  increase 
on  last  year.  Diphtheria,  on  the  other  hand,  shows  a very  en- 
couraging decrease  in  the  number  of  notifications,  due  to  the 
Cheshire  County  Council’s  immunisation  campaign,  the  total 
number  of  cases  notified  being  only  4 as  opposed  to  18  last  year. 
Whooping  cough  might  be  attacked  in  the  same  manner  if  the 
recent  field  trials  being  carried  out  show  results  that  would  just- 
ify immunisation  for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  at  one  and 
the  same  operation.  8 deaths  have  occurred  from  pnuemonia. 

There  is  a significant  increase  m notification  of  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  in  the  Borough.  This  increase  is  just  over  883% 
on  last  year’s  figures.  Recent  reports  from  Concentration  Camps 
in  Germany  give  statistics  which  seem  to  indicate  that  tuber- 
culosis spreads  more  readily  under  conditions  of  underfeeding 
than  overcrowding,  though  both  are  contributory  factors. 

The  death  rate  shows  a fall  on  last  year’s  figures  and  the 
birth  rate  an  increase. 

Further  details  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  report.

There  has  been  a further  substantial  increase  in  the  notification 
of  new  cases.  This  is  possibly  a result  of  underfeeding  aud  over- 
crowding. Should  this  be  the  case,  the  numbers  notified  will 
increase  or  remain  at  this  level  for  a number  of  years,  until 
contacts  are  found  and  dealt  with,  and  better  feeding  and  housing 
provided.

Milk  Samples 

There  are  8 graded  farms  in  the  Borough  and  7 non-graded 
Farms. 

During  the  year,  48  milk  samples  were  sent  for  analysis,  31  of 
which  were  entirely  satisfactory.  The  presence  of  B.Coli  was 
detected  in  11  of  the  samples  ; 4 failed  to  pass  the  requirements 
of  the  methylene  blue  test  and  two  samples  failed  both  the  methy- 
lene blue  and  B.Coli  tests.  All  samples  were  found  to  be  free 
from  tuberculosis. 


In  addition  to  these  samples,  the  County  Council  Inspector  also 
took  samples  periodically  ; the  results  of  these  samples  are  not 
available  in  this  department. 


Water  Supply 

The  quality  and  quantity  of  the  Borough  water  supply  during 
1946  were  entirely  satisfactory.  27  samples  were  tested  by  the 
Joint  Water  Board’s  officers,  with  satisfactory  results.  Calcium 
Carbonate  was  added  to  the  water  before  filtration  but  no  samples 
were  taken  to  test  for  plumbo-solvency.  No  form  of  contamina- 
tion presented  itself. 


It  is  estimated  that  a population  of  19,200  was  supplied  direct 
to  houses  from  the  public  water  mains.  None  of  the  population 

is  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes.

Venereal  Diseases. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council.  The 
majority  of  the  Boroagh  cases  receive  treatment  at  Ashton-under- 
Lyne  Infirmary,  some  are  referred,  to  Manchester  and  others 
attend  these  hospitals  for  their  own  convenience. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 


The  County  Council’s  scheme  has  been  continued  during  the 
year,  119  schoolchildren  were  given  primary  injections  during  the 
year  and  8 children  were  given  a re-inforcing  dose. 


Out  of  an  estimated  total  of  3,770  children  below  the  age  of  15 
resident  in  the  Borough,  approximately  1,750  were  immunised 
against  diphtheria  at  some  time  before  reaching  the  age  of  15. 


Not  one  of  the  notified  cases  of  diphtheria  had  been  immunised, 
so  far  as  is  known,  and  three  of  the  cases  were  in  people  over 
school  age. 

There  were  no  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  194G  as  a result 
of  Diphtheria.

Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1946  was  a particularly  busy  year  in  the  Health 
Department,  due  mainly  to  the  general  housing  shortage  and  the 
lack  of  materials  to  carry  out  essential  repairs.  Approximately 
1,000  complaints  were  received  by  the  Department. 

One  workman  is  employed  in  disinfestation  and  disinfection 
of  rooms,  releasing  of  blockerl  drainage,  cleansing  of  public  con- 
veniences etc.,  and  the  sale  of  disinfectants,  D D.T.,  etc.  During 
the  year  D.D.T.  has  been  extensively  used  by  the  townspeople  in 
the  eradication  of  flies  and  other  vermin. 

The  Rodent  Operator  has  been  employed  in  treating  private 
houses  for  rodent  infestation.  A sewer  maintenance  treatment 
was  carried  out  during  the  year,  Avith  very  satisfactory  results.

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts— Anthrax  Order  1938. 

During  the  year,  3 suspected  cases  of  Anthrax  were  reported 
to  the  Department  (2  pigs  and  1 cow).  In  none  of  these  cases 
was  Anthrax  confirmed. 

Rodent  Control. 

117  complaints  were  investigated  for  rodent  infestation  and  of  these 
45  were  successfully  treated  for  rodent  infestation  and  56  for  mice 
infestation  ; in  the  remainder  of  the  cases  no  infestationwas  found. 

The  Bradley  Hurst  Sewage  Works  and  the  Corporation  Refuse  Tip 
received  considerable  attention  during  the  year  and  it  is  estimated 
that  approximately  4,000  rats  were  killed  during  the  treatments, 

A house-to-house  survey  was  taken  throughout  the  year  and  any 
necessary  treatment  was  undertaken  immediately, 


Factories  Act  1937. 

One  Notice  was  served  under  Section  4 of  the  above  Act  and 
the  necessary  work  carried  out.  This  section  of  the  Act  relates  to 
dangerous  fumes,  etc. 

Under  Section  9 of  the  Act,  relating  to  the  cleanliness  and 
general  condition  of  sanitary  conveniences,  16  notices  were  served 
and  in  all  cases  the  improvements  suggested  have  either  been 
carried  out  or  plans  for  reconstruction  submitted  to  the  local 
authority  for  the  work  to  be  done. 

6 Notices  were  served  under  the  section  relating  to  Means 
of  Escape  in  case  of  fire  (Section  34)  two  of  which  were  complied 
with. 

During  the  year,  the  Department  was  notified  that  six  per- 
sons were  carrying  out  business  as  outworkers  in  the  town.  These 
people  were  visited  and  premises  found  to  be  satisfactory.
